d AN ORDINANCE 
Of the City of Cheyenne, concerning 
FIRE DEPARTMENT: 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of Chey- 
onne, that in addition to the Fire Warden 
provided for in chapter soventh of the Ordi- 
nances of the City of Denver, as heretofore 
adopted by the Counell, that thero be created 
by this Ordinance the otfice of Fire Warden, 
who shall be appointed by the Mayor, with 
the consent and approvalof the Counol!, who 
shall hold his ofice during tho plensuro of 
the Councl and whose duty If shall be to 
inspect all chimneys, flues and stoye pipes 
now or herenfter being conntructed within 
said City and to compel the owner thereof 
to erect the sume in u safeand workmanlike 
manner, and in the event of « failure on the 
part of the oy ners to so constract said chim- 
ney, flues or pipes, to order the same to be so 
constructed gt the expense of the owner of 
the building in which said chimney, flue or 
pipo may be built the amount thereof to bo
